Inter- 
change of courtesies between nations demands a certain 
amount of politeness in the display of colors. The United 
States and the people thereof do not observe the ordinary 
courtesy due to the foreign nation. They have the swelled 
head, and think that they are “it,” which is noticeably a 
mistake. I am tired of their presumption and impertin- 
ence.

Those who work by the day receive 
from eight to ten cents, with a noon- 


day meal. At the planting and har- 
vesting of rice, wages are from ten to 


twenty cents a day, with five meals, 
or thirty cents a day without food. 
Those who have more land than 
they and their sons can till lease 
it to their neighbors. Much land 
is held on leases given by ancient 


proprietors to clansmen, whose descen- 
dants now till it, paying from $7 to $14 


worth of rice annually for its use. 
Food averages little more than $1 a 
month for each member of a farmer’s 


family. One who buys, cooks and eats 
his meals alone spends from $1.50 to $2 
a month upon the raw material and 
fuel. Two pounds of rice, costing three 
and one-half cents, with relishes of salt 
fish, pickled cabbage, cheap vegetables 
and fruits, costing and one-half 
cents, is the ordinary allowance to 
each laborer for each day.

Last month saw the establishment 1n 
New York of an enterprise by which 
men and women of small means can 
devote the day to business, as most of 
them have to, and yet the night 
in the fresh and health-giving breezes 
of the open sea. The undertaking was 
set on foot by a rich manufacturer, who 
conyerted three

decorating of the proscenium done by some good artist, 
and when notice was given to this effect a number of Ca- 
nadian and United States artists submitted sketches, and 
Mr. F. S. Challener was the artist whose sketch was chosen 
as the most suitable for the place and purpose. The com- 
mission consists of three panels for the ceiling of the lobby 
and three for the proscenium of the theater. The largest 
work is called the “ Triumph of the Drama,” and will be 
placed in the center of the proscenium. It consists of seven 
figures which, by pose and feeling, as well as some signifi- 
cant symbol, are shown to represent Painting, Music, 
Dramatic Literature, Poetry, Electrical Science, Fame and 
the Drama. The figure of the Drama is that of a slight, 
lithe, vivacious girl with those big, dancing brown eyes 
that have beguiled so many a worshipper at the shrine of 
Drama, and represents rather the lighter side of the art 
and has nothing of the heavy or melodramatic about it. 
This figure is the center of interest in the whole painting. 
The others, by pose, composition, and color scheme, are all 
kept subordinate, the bright golden yellow of the drapery 
about “Drama” being the highest note in the whole picture, 
which is emphasized by the purplish shades of the figure 
of “ Music,” which is rather in shadow and slightly behind 
the central figure. The figures are all reposing on clouds 
in which the beautiful greenish yellow tints of the opal are 
blended, and the whole is lighted as if the light came from 
below, as it will in the theater. On each side of the large 
painting. which measures 15 by 36 are two smaller 
ones depicting Love and Hate, in which the quiet, tranquil 
twilight of the one is contrasted to the glare of the torch 
znd melodramatic touches of the other.

Thomas Jefferson was proud of his attainments in natural 
history, and particularly of their recognition by the great 
naturalist Buffon, to whom he sent specimens and informa 
tion, says a correspondent of the Chicago “ Record-Her 
ald.” With the flattery of a French courtier, Buffon wrot« 
Jefferson: “I should have consulted you, sir, before pub 
lishing my natural history, and then I should have been 
sure of the facts.” This so exalted his appreciation of his 
ability in that direction that he was shortly after led into a 
mortifying error. 

In Greenbrier County, Virginia, in 1796, a deposit of 
bones, supposed to be those of a mammoth, were found anid 
sent to Monticello, where Mr. Jefferson set them up and 
pronounced them to be those of “a clawed 
animal entirely unknown to science.””. A curious sight might 
have been witnessed by people who lived along the route 
of travel between Monticello and Philadelphia, when the 
Vice-President of the United States, on his way to take the 
oath of office and assume the second place in the gift of the 
nation, carried a wagon load of bones for his baggage. He 
delivered them to Dr. Wistar, the naturalist of the Ameri 
can Philosophical Society, with a labored report under dat 
of March 10, 1797, entitled “A Memoir on the Discovery of 
Certain Bones of an Hitherto Unknown Quadruped, of the 
Clawed Kind, in the Western Part of Virginia.’ 

Dr. Wistar at a glance pronounced them the bones of

One of Napoleon’s Boasts. 


E who know the last as well as 
W the first of Napoleon, who have 
read about Moscow, Leipnitz, 
Elba, Waterloo and St. Helena as stu- 
diously as about the campaigns in 
Italy, and Marengo, Jena and Auster- 
litz, cannot fully comprehend with 
what reyerence some of his apoph- 
thegms were received by the French 
when he was still unbeaten and ap- 
parently unbeatable. One of his boasts 
was that he was not governed by cir- 
cumstances; that. he made circum- 
stances and was_ superior to them. 
When someone hinted that destiny 
might compass his defeat he replied 
that destiny would not dare. Even Vit 
tor Hugo, half a century after Water- 
loo, was blinded by the light of Napo- 
leon’s genius, and treated him as a Ti- 
tan, fit to contend, though vainly, with 
high heaven. It was not Wellington, not 
Blucher who defeated Napoleon, says 
Hugo in his beautiful rhapsody on Wa- 
terloo; it was God. Napoleon, he de- 
clares, with blasphemous  brilliancy, 
embarrassed God. ‘‘Waterloo was a 
change of front on the part of the uni- 
verse’’"—the quotation is from memory 
—‘‘in the new series of facts there was 
no room for Napoleon. Therefore a 
second-class commander won a first- 
class battle.” 

A good many believe with Napoleon 
that genius rises above circumstances. 
Napoleon's boastful epigram has been 
declared a rule of faith by successful 
men, who scout the idea of village 
Hampdens and mute, inglorious Mil- 
tons. But the epigram is nothing but 
a boast. It is not true. We are held 
fast in the vise of circumstances and 
are not completely masters of our fate. 
Luck enters into every game, even the 
game of life. No man can arrange the 
cards in the game with destiny, for 
destiny always deals. It may rain 
some day when the best laid plans cail 
for sunshine, and the plans may be 
pulverized. At Austerlitz, which was 
fought at dawn, Napoleon said: “We 
have a rendezvous with the sun and 
both parties are on time.” The Sun of 
Austerlitz became a superstition in the 
Grand Army. 

But at Waterloo there was another 
rendezvous with the sun and the sun 
Was tardy. Waterloo is the convincing 

“wer to Napoleon's boast and to the 
precept that great men are superior to 
circumstances. Hugo points out that 
accidents defeated Napoleon. His plan, 
as experts admit, was a masterpiece. 
But he reckoned without luck. The 
battle was to have commenced at 
dawn, but rain fell the previous night, 
and the ground became too mudé@y for 
the manoeuvres of artillery. Napoleon 
therefore delayed the assault nearly six 
hours, until the ground became firmer 
That delay gave Blucher time to come 
up when he was needed and to turn the 
tide of the fray. The rainfall defeated 
Napoleon and drove him to St. Helena. 
A peasant guide led Blucher aright, 
and he chanced to debouch on the field 
from the point and at the moment 
where and when he was supremely ef- 
fective. Another peasant guide - led 
Grouchy astray and he did not arrive. 
Had it not rained before the battle, 
had Blucher had a bad guide and 
Grouchy a good one, history might 
have been different. Napoleon was 
conquered by circumstances. — San 
Francisco ‘‘Bulletin.” 


A Boom Town. 


Bridgewater, Ontario, once a boom 
town of note, was brought into exist- 
ence by one of the strangest gold finds 
and crazes in the history of this con- 
tinent. Nearly thirty years ago a far- 
mer’s wife was searching the woods 
near their farm for a sow that had 
strayed, and, becoming thirsty, stopped 
to get a drink from a spring. Slipping. 
she fell upon a small, loose rock, which 
rolled to her feet, and which proved to 
be a twenty-pound nugget of almost 
pure gold.
